while in the present of the foreground, a 
mother and children stand. 

In “The Old Veteran” the human element 
assumes almost equal importance with the 
landscape.

Robert Morris Correspondence Sold. 


At the sale of the confidential correspond- 
ence of Robert Morris at the auction sales 
rooms of Stan. V. Henkels, Phila.. on Tues- 
day last, a letter written and signed by Gen- 
Alexander Hamilton, dated Aug. 13, 1782, 
giving a full view of the situation and tem- 
per of the State of New York, 11 pages, 
folio, fetched $2,000 from Mr. Alfred Stod- 
dart. Pierce & Scopes, of Albany, secured 
Gen. Lee’s letters to Robert Morris, in ref- 
erence to his actions at the Battle of Mon- 
mouth for $600; William Hooper’s letter 
pronouncing Washington the “greatest man 
on earth” for $625. Comm. Paul Jones’ 
letter telling of being presented with a 
sword by Louis XVI for $750 and another 
by the same hand, in reference to naval af- 
fairs for $450. 

Mr. Max Williams, of N. Y., was the pur- 
chaser of Paul Jones’ signed account of the 
fight between the “Bon Homme Richard” 
and the “Serapis,” two copies of the same 
letter, for $1,300 each. 

The Rosenbach Galleries secured the same 
officer’s letter mentioning his disgust with 
his treatment at the French Court for $360. 
His letter complaining of the jealousy of 
the French officers went to Mr. Williams for 
$400. 

Thomas Paine’s autographic signed ac- 
count of his life and services in America 
went for $210, and the report of the com- 
mittee of which Paine was a member, in- 
vestigating charges against Mr. Morris of 
speculating in flour, for $110, both to the 
Rosenbach Company. To the same firnr 
went also Paine’s plan for the Canfedera~ 
tion of States for $190. 
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LONDON LETTER. 


London, Jan. 9, 


1917. 

A curious instance of mental aberration 
leading to the loss of as much as £900 in 
Bank of England notes occurred a few days 
ago, when a lady customer of Mr. Rochelle 
Thomas, the art dealer, after having paid an 
account to him with a £1,000 note and re- 
ceived 65 notes as change, departed with 
them in a taxicab, leaving the notes and 
the black silk bag in which she had placed 
them in the cab. So far no trace has been 
found of the money, although the numbers 
of the notes has been circulated. 

A New English Art Club Exhibition with 
out W. Orpen is sadly akin to Hamlet with- 
out the Prince, yet such is the character of 
the Winter Show recently opened at the 
Suffolk Street Galleries. In the absence of 
the artist in question, one has to content 
oneself with the Wilson Steer landscapes, 
which happen this year to be of a quality 
which one has seldom of late enjoyed in this 
artist’s work, and to find consolation in the 
McEvoy portrait of the artist’s mother, 
which is as full of emotion as of sincerity 
Like many another artist before him, Mc 
Evoy has found his highest expression in 
the portrayal of a figure endeared to him 
by the closest ties and of which he has 
acquired a finer comprehension than could 
have occurred in the case of another sitter. 
There has been no temptation towards sen- 
timentality, but the painter has gone direct 
to his point and made the issue as clear to 
his public as it has evidently been to him- 
self. Augustus John is showing a rather 
eccentric portrait of Lord Fisher, but I must 
confess to a little hesitation in dwelling 
upon this artist’s work, seeing that we seem 
to be seldom without a John Exhibition of 
some kind or other, and one can hardly 
expect even the most enthusiastic of his 
admirers to he able to stand constant refer- 
ence to this artist even of the most appre 
ciative kind, without demur. 

In regard to the controversy over the un- 
witnessed codicil to the will of the late Sir 
Hugh Lane, as to the disposal of his col 
lection of French pictures, the Trustees of 
the National Gallery of London state that 
they have no power to cede to the National 
Gallery of Ireland, pictures given them by 
the properly attested will. This decision to 
keep the pictures in London can only be re 
versed by Act of Parliament, although Lord 
d’Abernon’s Bill, if passed, would give the 
Trustees the right to loan the pictures, if 
they should feel inclined. It is said, how 
ever, that so determined are they to keep 
the pictures that they are considering the 
auestion of building a special “Continental” 
Gallery to hold them. There are likely to 
be some entertaining developments

CHICAGO. 

Whatever one may say about or against 
the current Childe Hassam “one-man” 
show at the Art Institute—and one can 
say many things not entirely compliment 
ary—it remains true nevertheless that his 
exhibition saves the prestige of the In 
stitute this month. And one can also 
safely say this, without detracting from the 
merit of the very solidly, nicely painted 
landscapes by John F. Carlson, because 
this latter exhibit, which also occupies one 
of the rooms in the new wing, would with 
its quiet, and excellent, conservatism, 
not have been of itself sufficient to coun- 
terbalance the effect of the exhibitions of 
Messrs. Wallace L. De Wolf and Edward

“AE”. One is told, by the catalog and by 
literary persons who are following the 
“Trish Renaissance” that “AE” is a Mr.

PARIS LETTER. 


Paris, Jan. 10. 1917. 

A feeling of almost helpless oppression 
steals over one in realizing the vastness of 
the exhibition now on in one of the pavilions 
in the Tuileries garden and appropriately 
called the “Salon of the Armies.” So many 
works from the hands of clever artists 
who are in the fore-front of war are mar- 
shalled here upon walls that measure a 
half-kilometer in length that to scrutinize 
them all, and, further, not to miss any that 
have pre-eminent merit, is an impossible 
task. Here the factor of human sympathy 
weighs upon the spectator. Who would do 
an injustice to any one of these valiant 
“poilus,” who have evolved what one seés 
out of tragedy and chaos? So the picture- 
loving Paris public, and a good part of that 
public which is simply patriotic and does 
not pretend to an “expert” knowledge of art, 
have been fatiguing themselves very greatly 
and gathering rheumatism and chills from 
hours spent upon a bare stone pavement, 
as frigid as those of the art palaces in 
northern Italy in winter. Many hundred 
pictures have been sold out of the 6,000 
hung. 

It is astonishing to note how few of the 
6,000 exhibits in the Salon of the Armies 
fall hopelessly below the line of mediocrity. 

Titles That Tell a Great Deal. — 

No doubt large numbers of the war pic- 
tures, made at the front, will be sought by- 
and-by by distinguished collectors. Most 
of the names that | might cite, if I attempted 
to make due mention of merit, would be un- 
known for the present to the world of pic- 
ture-buyers. There is no telling how many 
of them may some day become well-known. 
But the titles of most of the pictures are 
excitants to interest. For instance, Roger 
Langbeln shows us “Poilus in the Rain;” 
Roger Irriera “Two Old Rabbins,” a “Turk- 
ish Lady” and a “Slender Cretan Gen- 
darme,” M. Guy caricatures the “Boys of the 
North,” evidently his comrades; M. Le- 
maitre, a Belgian campaigner, paints the 
melancholy ruin of his own country. in par- 
ticular the “Inundations of the Yser;” Bruy- 
er, a “Guard Relief by Moonlight” in water- 
colors, of rare excellence, Mazaud, “Ruins 
of Nieuport,” Drouot, “The Prisoner’s Camp 
at Giessen,” Boucard, a portrait of Mme. 
Macherez, the Spartan mayoress of Sois- 
sons, and a “Panoramic View of the Battle 
of the Somme from the Post of the Com- 
manding General, July, 1916;” A. Jacob, 
“The Supper Hour” (at quarters in a village) 
and “Winter Evening on the St. Leonard 
Canal,” the latter truly poetic; ‘J. Ravaux, 
“Soldiers (deep in a marsh) Placing Wire 
Entanglements” (in a dull, sullen twilight). 
D. Roblin, a “Scene in the Artois, May 1915,” 
which has a Millet quality, vigorous in de- 
sign and with a remarkable rendering of 
gloom and light; J. Touchet, semi-comic 
sketches, heightened by the vivid color of 
some of the diminutive figures, children 
dancing and cavorting on a hillside near 
Salonica; Henri Dangry, heads of soldiers, 
gently caricatured, and Le Sellier, “Evening 
in the Forest of Haudromont before Ver- 
dun.” sriggs Davenport. 


BOSTON. 


The Art Club is now open with an “im- 


rorted” show—that of the National So- 
ciety of Portrait Painters. Whatever the 
iyeneral public may think of this exhibi- 


tion, it is so unbelievably bad that local 
painters are viewing it with mingled feel- 
igs of surprise and—yes, elation! For 
among the exhibitors are some of the best 
known American artists and here are some 
of the most execrable paintings! “Heigho! 
Boston couldn’t pull off anything so bad as 
that at its durnedest!” say (or at least, 
think) the local men and women of the 
brush. “Another proof that Bostonians are 
the best painters in the world today.” 

The half dozen exceptions shine like good 
deeds in a naughty world—to wit, those by 
Irving R. Wiles, William Cotton, the late 
Howard G. Cushing (himself a Bostonian) 
Robert Henri, Leopold Seyffert and Victor 
D. Hecht. 

And speaking of “printed literary direc- 
tions,” the “Vorticist” pictures by Angelica 
Schuyler Patterson, now on exhibition at 
the Copley Gallery, “have ’em.” And they 
“need ’em” badly. Not that these pictures 
are not interesting and clever achievements, 
with a most excellent color sense in evi- 
dence, but they do need the elucidation they 
have received from Agnes Repplier, and 
Abbott Thayer as an aid to their proper un- 
derstanding.
